ITH considerable pride, we present herewith the 
W All-American Selections for 1934, the thirteenth 

annual award since the inception of this idea in 
1922. We feel that the 1934 winners, as a whole, rate 
well in comparison with any previous list in the history 
of this institution, and that they well reflect the stern 
battles that have made the show season of 1934 so 
interesting and encouraging. 

The Selection Committee this year consisted of Mr. 
J. P. Eves of Chicago, who judged our breed at Water- 
loo Dairy Cattle Congress and the Pacific International 
Live Stock Exposition; Prof. M. H. Campbell of Burling- 
ton, Vt., who officiated at Eastern States Exposition, 
and by request of the other members, Mr. V. S. Culver, 
of Exeter, N. H., who placed the ribbons at the Royal 
Winter Fair of Canada, with the Editor of The World 
as an ex officio member as in previous years. 

Only once before in the history of the All-American 
Selections (1925) has there been a wider distribution 
of honors for first choice. In this year’s list, it will be 
noted that two exhibitors get two All-Americans each, 
the rest one in a place, a total of thirteen owners. For 
Reserve position, three owners place twice each, with 
nine singles, a total of twelve. Nine States and two 
Canadian Provinces appear as the homes of the new All- 
Americans—-altogether eleven States and four Provinces 
on the combined list. Maryland tops the States for All- 
Americans with a total of three and no reserves, from 
two owners; Iowa, registers in the combined list with 
two All-Americans and four reserves from three different 


owners. Washington and Connecticut, from the geo- 
graphical extremes of the country, are the only other 
states boasting more than one owner in the combined 


list, each with two. Ten each of the All-Americans and 
Reserves were bred by exhibitor. 

Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, again lead the 
procession but by no such wide margin as last year, 
rating above H. O. Norris’ Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, 
Md., by the narrow margin of one reserve award. 

Wisconsin Board of Control, Madison, Wis.. has one 
All-American and two Reserves, while Carnation Farms, 
Seattle, Wash., and Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson 
Heights, Que., each have one All-American and one 
Reserve. H. O. Larsen, Dike, Iowa, and Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N. Y., each have two Reserves, these 
being the only exhibitors scoring more than one place 
in the combined list. 

From the breeder’s angle, Elmwood Farms, Deer- 
field, Ill., bred two All-Americans and one Reserve, and 
the sire of another All-American as their margin over 


Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, St. Peter, Minn., who bred two 
All-Americans and one Reserve. Carnation Milk Farms 


and Mount Victoria Farms each bred one All-American 
and one Reserve, while Cornell University bred both of 
their Reserve winners. 

Again we are pleased to record that there are plenty 
of production records among the winning cows and 
heifers. Ellenvale Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d, the aged 
cow, has a record of 898 Ibs. fat, with the Reserve Aged 
Cow, Eli Pontiac Belle, making about 840 lbs. fat (not 
yet officially reported). The All-American Four-Year- 
Old Heifer, Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, has 725 Ibs. 
fat as a junior two-year-old on three-time milking, 
while the Reserve winner, Cornell Ollie Pride, made 
772 lbs. fat as a senior two-year-old, also on three-time 
milking. The All-American three-year-old, Idaho Per- 
fection Delight, made 486 lbs. fat as a two-year-old, 
running in an open shed and will be heard from further, 
while Cornell Ollie Catherine made 733.7 lbs. fat at 
2 years, 7 months, in Class B. This is a highly satis- 
factory demonstration of the producing ability of; the 
females that are going to the top in the show ring. 
Further comment on individual winners will eppear in 
connection with the discussion of the fifteen All-Ameri- 
can classes. 

The Aged Bulls 


Again we have a three-cornered battle for honors in 
the aged bull class, with last year’s Reserve All-Ameri- 
can-Three-Year-Old, King of Lauxmont, owned by Laux- 
mont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., injecting a real threat 
into the situation that had been dominated the past 
two years by Man-O-War 30th and Carnation Matador 
Masterpiece, by his winning of grand championship at 


the Royal Winter Fair. These three bulls did not meet 
during the season, and met none of the same competition, 
so that the Committee was presented with a real prob- 
lem in the long range comparison of these three out- 
standing sires. In the absence of the direct meeting 
of these three sires in the same ring, it is probable that 
no great injustice would be done any of the three to 
simply draw their names out of a hat. All three are 
bulls of massive size, weighing 2,600 to 2,800 lbs., but 
the greater depth of body, wider pin bones, smoother 
blending of the body back of the shoulders, somewhat 
cleaner legs, and greater evidence of dairy and breed 
character of the two older bulls finally determined the 
Committee in their judgment to place Man-O-War 30th 
in the All-American position with Carnation Matador 
Masterpiece as again Reserve for the fourth consecutive 
year, and with very honorable mention to King of 
Lauxmont. Every member of the Committee recognizes 
King of Lauxmont, who is making his first bid for hon- 
ors in the aged bull class this year, as an outstanding 
threat in the aged bull class with the further develop- 
ment that will come with age. Of the three bulls, 
Man-O-War 30th made much the more representative 
circuit through the season. 

Osborndale Joash Ollie Homestead, who placed sec- 
ond to the grand champion at both Eastern States Expo- 
sition and the Royal Winter Fair; Winterthur Best 
Segis Jonat, grand champion at New York; Forum Mon- 
ogram and King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby were other 
outstanding aged bulls of the season. 

Three-Year-Old Bulls 

Two outstanding candidates appeared in 
with the All-American honors quite clearly belonging 
to Storrs Cornucopia Prince, last year’s All-American 
Two-Year-Old, who came out in three-year-old form to 


this class, 


win the grand championship at Eastern States Exposi- 
tion. Chestersons Gem Fayne Ona, winner of this 
class at Waterloo and a number of mid-west state 


fairs, was equally clear for the Reserve position. The 
Committee rated the Connecticut bull as one of the 
closest approaches to the True Type Model to be found 
in any class, about the only point of criticism being a 


little too much straightness in the hind legs, a fault 
even more pronounced in the Reserve winner. The 
Wisconsin Board of Control Royal winner, Pietertje

Prince, and Mount Victoria’s Montvic 
other strong contenders in this class. 
Two-Year-Old Bulls 
Yankton Ormsby Pietertje, last year’s All-American 
Senior Yearling Bull, and Reserve Calf two years ago, 
has grown out into just such a two-year-old as would 
be expected from his earlier winnings, and was a clear 
choice for top position over a distinguished array of 
contenders. The Reserve position was finally cleared 
up by Osborndale Sir Inka Aaggie, reserve senior cham- 
pion at the Royal Winter Fair, on the form he displayed 
in that show. He had previously been beaten at Eastern 
States Exposition by King Bessie Ormsby Vesta, but in 
the form he displayed at Toronto, the Committee was 
unanimous in choosing him for Reserve honors. The 
wonderful style and strength of body of the Osborndale 
bull more than counterbalanced the superior rear end 
of the son of King Bessie, who is given honorable 
mention. 
Senior Yearling Bulls 
Top place in this class was clear for Wimbledon 
Dean Marathon who had gone through an undefeated 
season, including both Waterloo and Eastern States, as 
well as the Royal Winter Fair, and a strong state fair 
circuit covering the east and middle west. He was 
Reserve All-American Calf in 1933, and makes a highly 
satisfactory top for this division. The Reserve All- 
American placing was by no means so clear, but the 
Committee finally chose Shungavalley Alcartra Colantha, 
who was undefeated over a strong circuit in the middle 
west, except on the one occasion when he placed second 
to Wimbledon Dean Marathon. Strathmore Senator 
De Winton, who placed second to Wimbledon Dean 
Marathon at the Royal, was considered a strong con- 
tender for this place. 
Junior Yearling Bulls 
King Bessie Progressor, last year’s All-American 
Calf, was far out in front of the field for All-American

Most serious business coming before 
this meeting is the budget for the fol- 
lowing year. Chairman Noyes of the 
Finance Committee presented the fig- 
ures on the present years, showing a 
loss that will be very close to $30,000 
for the year, which is much better 
than had been expected a year earlier, 
the original, budget as approved hav- 
ing forecast a loss of over $48,000, due 
to the dislocation of income as one re- 
sult of the 1933 fee moratorium. The 
fall months have gone far ahead of 
expectations, November and Decem- 
ber business being very much _ im- 
proved, with the first week in Decem- 
ber being the best week of the year to 
date for receipts at the Secretary’s 
Office. 


In forecasting next year’s business, 
Mr. Noyes went back to the business 
of 1931, which was the last complete 
year in which there were no fee mora- 
toriums to throw the flow of business 
out of its normal course. He took the 
1931 volume, figured up at the present 
lowered fees, and then estimated a 
20% decrease from those figures. Sev- 
eral of the directors expressed their 
confidence that we might very easily 
equal the 1931 volume, but this 20% 
formula was finally approved as safe 
and conservative. A loss of a little 
over $20,000 is anticipated under the 
budget as approved. It will be subject 
to review and modification when the 
Board meets again in June. Income 
for the coming year was estimated at 
$183,618. Expenditures include $29,- 
550 for the Treasurer’s office, $85,710 
for the Secretary’s office, $45,682 for 
the Advanced Registry and $42,854 for 
the Extension Service. 

The Board spent much time, includ- 
ing some three hours in executive 
session, going over the problems of 
the problems of the Extension pro- 
gram, in particular relation to the

handling of the transfer money that 
has heretofore been going back to the 
various states.

A Great Season of Shows 


ENERAL interest in the Holstein 
{; shows of 1934 seemed to be def- 

initely the best in years, reflect- 
ing an upturn in the industry which 
now is more clearly recognized. The 
quality of the shows, taken as a 
whole, would measure well up with 
previous years, with the numbers ex- 
hibited about on the same level as last 
year. As a matter of fact, fourteen 
representative shows this year aver- 
age 160 head, as compared with 158 
for the previous year.

Biggest show of the year for our 
breed was the Royal Winter Fair of 
Canada, with 231 head, followed by 
New York and Minnesota State Fairs, 
these being the only ones hitting the 
200 mark, although quite a number 
closely approached that figure. The 
Royal would also rate probably as the 
best show of the year from a quality

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Making Holstein Sales 


Editor’s Note—In a second installment, 
to appear in an early issue of the World, 
Mr. Hastings will have more to say con- 
cerning the advertising of Holsteins. 

NE of my friends who has been 
O eminently successful in busi- 

ness and who, by the way, is 
an accomplished auctioneer and has 
made a reputation as a live wire in 
selling cattle, once recounting his 
early experiences remarked that as a 
young man he had no idea of taking 
up auctioneering. He began as a 
storekeeper, and in his every-day 
work learned a number of interesting 
things about selling, as, for instance, 
that a special sale featuring two 
dresses for $3.59 would sell more than 
twice as many garments as an offer of 
one dress at $1.75. The urge to follow 
promising leads eventually got him 
started as an auctioneer and in that 
vocation he has been pretty busy ever 
since. But he made the point when 
referring to these details that it was 
largely by accident that he discovered 
what proved to be his life work, and 
he added that there was no need to 
worry about the future of the boys 
growing up, and little profit in trying 
to fix and shape a straight and 
definite course for each because in 
many if not the majority of cases the 
career of the individual would be de- 
termined by some incidental and 
seemingly chance happening. 

The series of which this is the first 
installment is intended to deal mainly 
with the development of the Holstein 
cattle market through the medium of 
the public sale, but the present num- 
ber will have to do rather with 
private sale methods in herds. with 
which the writer was associated be- 
fore the public auction became the 
ready and popular means that it is to- 
day of turning pure bred cattle into 
money. To write of these matters in 
the first person is to incur the risk of 
seeming to seek personal publicity, 
but since the material to be presented 
will have to be derived largely from 
personal experience, I shall appre- 
ciate the reader’s toleration in per- 
mitting me some degree of autobio- 
graphical freedom. 


My auctioneer friend’s theory that 
one’s trade or calling is often the re- 
sult of chance rather than choice 
seems to have been true in my case, 
because it happened that after quali- 
fying for the teaching profession I 
found my first job in the Holstein 
farm office of Henry Stevens & Sons. 
A month’s trial resulted in a year’s 
contract, and thus without the slight- 
est knowledge of the cattle business 
and with no previous education in 
Holstein blood lines, I entered upon 
an apprenticeship in the pure bred 
Black and White industry that meant 
the beginning of a quarter-century of 
close association with the breed— 
mainly in a selling capacity. Here, in 
my home neighborhood was the open 
door to an_- opportunity which, 
whether more desirable or not, cer- 
tainly led in an entirely different di- 
rection from the way that might have 
been opened up by the principalship 
of a high school. I had not then heard 
of Russell Conwell’s lecture, “Acres 
of Diamonds,” which stressed the 


probability that one’s best chance for 
wealth and achievement is in his 
home community and perhaps right in 
his own dooryard. Years later it hap- 
pened that in conversation with Dr. 
Conwell in Philadelphia I explained, 
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in answer to his question, 
presence there was in connection 
with a Holstein sale in a near-by 
town, and I took occasion to mention 
Lacona, Sandy Creek and Pulaski, re- 
calling his visits to these villages. 
“Yes,” he said, “I remember those 
places very well. It seems to me that 
they have many advantages. They 
certainly represent great opportuni- 
ties. I should like to go back and 
visit them again.’ And he added with 
a smile, “But I don’t suppose I ever 
shall; I’m getting too old.” My oppor- 
tunity in the office of Henry Stevens 
& Sons (the firm consisting of the 
father and two sons, Ward and Ralph, 
the youngest son, Floyd, being then a 
student in Cornell) did not exactly 
mean acres of diamonds for me in 
immediate financial profit, though it 
afforded valuable training in Holstein 
salesmanship and led to a broad ac- 
quaintance among breeders that was 
worth more than money. 

A study of the selling methods em- 
ployed in the Stevens establishment, 
“Brookside Herd,” reveals no unusual 
or extraordinary practices. It does re- 
veal certain fundamental principles 
quite within the capacity of the aver- 
age good breeder to apply in market- 
ing his surplus animals. For the bene- 
fit of the younger generation who 
may not know, it may be stated that 
Henry Stevens in the midst of a busy 
life as farmer and local cattle trader 
was suddenly stricken with total 
blindness. At once he commenced to 
gather up the loose ends of a pre- 
viously unorganized business and to 
formulate the careful and common- 


that my 


sense plans that were to enter into 
the founding and building up of a 
pioneer Holstein herd. Brookside 


Herd thus had the constant advantage 
of a planning department that was al- 
ways at work, while the capable sons, 
diligent in carrying out the plans pro- 
posed and agreed upon, completed a 
smooth-working organization. Com- 
mencing as office man in the progres- 
sive farm establishment T began tvyp- 


ing letters, at first from Mr. Stevens’ 
dictation, in answer to inquiries from 
prospective buyers. One day I heard 
a resident of a neighboring commun- 
ity comment on the ability of Henry 
Stevens as a writer of business let- 
ters. He said that such a letter, 
planned and shaped and stated in the 
language of Mr. Stevens, was always 
a masterpiece of convincing expres- 
sion. This was largely true. The 
veteran breeder, answering an inquiry 
for a low-priced bull calf, gave the in- 
quirer to feel that his problem was 
understood and appreciated and that 
the best possible selection had been 
made to meet his requirements. The 
young bull offered was then described 
in terms that made him appear emi- 
nently desirable. Sometimes Mr. 
Stevens would ask to be conducted to 
the barn for a personal inspection of 
the animal under consideration. 
There, entering the pen he would pro- 
ceed to make as careful an examina- 
tion of the youngster as might be 
gained from a trained, acute sense of 
touch. Returning to the office, he 
would add to the letter certain de- 
scriptive terms featuring, possibly, 
“soft, silky hair; fine head and horn, 
straight top line, carrying well out to 
the tail.’ Rumor was current and 
still persists that he could distinguish 
Holstein color-markings by feeling 
the hair, but he told me that this was 
not true, though it might be possible 
for him to detect a difference in tex- 
ture between the white and the black 
hair in occasional instances but not 
with sufficient certainty to follow the 
markings. The descriptions given in 
the letter was not general but very 
particular and was usually accom- 
panied by a sketch showing the color- 
markings. The description given in 
and invariably a detailed four- or five- 
generation pedigree was also. en- 
closed. This pedigree might carry on 
the upper side a printed chart of one 
of the Brookside Herd sires, the 
dam’s side being written in with pen 
and ink. Thus the prospective cus- 
tomer received all the important de- 
tails that could be supplied by mail 
concerning the animal offered. The 
descriptive letter with its enclosures 
certainly presented an appealing pro- 
posal, and it happened right along, as 
was to be expected, that an early mail 
would bring a post office order’ or 
check for the $50 or $75 or possibly 
$100 quoted. 


The sale of young bulls was a con- 
stant, all-year-round activity of the 
Brookside office. Inquiries were re- 
ceived in almost every mail. The bull 
calves born in the herd were too few 
to meet the demand, so it was neces- 
sary to look to other herds for con- 
stant replenishment of the needed 
supply of young bulls. In all cases 
these were of Brookside Herd breed- 
ing on one side or the other, usually 
being by a sire of outstanding merit 
that had been sold. from the herd. 
When selling a sire of this character 
it was customary to have an under- 
standing with the buyer that any sur- 
plus of resulting bull calves would be 
made available for purchase by

The “Bessies” are high-balling along 
the production road these days and 
the way it looked to me the other day 
when I visited Elmwood, they will be 
high-balling for some time to come. 
Readers of the World from time to 
time have no doubt heard of the 
great records that the daughters of 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje are 
making in this well known breeding 
establishment, and I had heard of 
them myself but I had not had the 
opportunity for some time to see them 
in action, so the other day I visited 
Elmwood. 

It was my good fortune to find Mr. 
George Rasmussen, Sr., at home, as 
well as Bob, and it was a real treat 
to walk down the aisles in the test 
barn and see these Bessies doing their 
“stuff”. Many of the World readers 
have never had the privilege of meet- 
ing Mr. Rasmussen Sr., but when they 
do they will find out that he certainly 
knows his cows and their records as 
well. 

One of the real stars in the test 
barn today is Bessie Ormsby Elaine, 
Reserve All-American 2-yr-old in 1932, 
and who has now about 718 lbs. of fat 
in the first 248 days of her test as a 
Sr. 4-yr.-old. It will be remembered that 
she is the dam of Pride Bessie Lor- 
raine, who has just been awarded All- 
American honors as a Junior Year- 
ling. A full sister to Elaine in the 
test barn is Bessie Ormsby Illustrous, 
who will finish shortly with about 640 
Ibs. of fat as a Junior two-year-old. 

Bessie Ormsby Evelyn the first 800- 
ib. fat daughter of King Bessie, recent- 
ly freshened with a fine bull calf by 
King Bessie Plus, one of the Junior 
herd sires at Elmwood.

“1,000-lb.” daughter of King Bessie, has 
just been reported with 927.7 lbs. of 
fat and 23,781.3 lbs. of milk showing 
an average test of 3.9% fat as a Sr. 
3-yr.old. The dam of Fidelia made 
771 lbs. of fat at four years of age 
with an average test of 3.6% fat, thus 
King Bessie not only raised the test 
but he certainly increased the produc- 
tion as well. Fidelia has grown a lot 
while she was on test and if they give 
her a chance on test when she fresh- 
ens again in January she should really 





make a wonderful record. She is the 
best bet in the Elmwood herd today 
for a really sensational record I think, 
but of course I may be wrong, I have 
been many times in the past. 

One of the nice young things in the 
herd to my notion is Bessie Ormsby 
Helen, who was just fresh with her 
second calf and milking over 90 lbs. 
per day in three-year-old form. She 
made 626.6 lbs. of fat and 17,236.5 lbs. 
of milk with an average test of 3.6% 
fat as a two-year-old and should easily 
make over 800 lbs. of fat. She was on 
test the day I was there and had 
made better than 3.2 lbs. of fat the 
day before. 

When you get a two-year-old that 
will milk up to 106 lbs. in a day, and 
when that heifer goes on and is still 
milking over 65 lbs. per day after she 
has been on test for over ten months, 
you will have to admit she is some 
heifer. Well, I am talking about Bessie 
Ormsby Idaline, who in ten months as 
a Jr. 2yr.-old, has about 765 Ibs. of 
fat. She should make over 880 Ibs. 
of fat unless she goes all to pieces, and 
from what I saw, the Bessies are not 
in the habit of doing that. In the herd 
are two full sisters to this sensational 
heifer and if they go and produce 
like Idaline what a family they will 
be. 

One of Ken Munson’s pets is Bessie 
Ormsby Ilomay, and after I had stud- 
ied her for a while, I could see just 
why he liked her so well. She is a 
regular cow already grown up, and yet 
she is on test as a two-year-old, and 
Ken told me that in her first 318 
days she had made about 650 Ibs. of 
fat with an average test of 3.8% fat. 
Close to her in the test barn is Bessie 
Ormsby Ingrid (that is a real Danish 
name for you) who may or may not be 
the third “1,000-lb.” daughter of King 
Bessie. She has 732 lbs. of fat in 328 
days and with her test of 3.8% fat 
will just be under or over the 800-Ib. 
fat mark. 


The heifer in the test barn that 
Ray Arnold talks about a lot, is Bessie 
Ormsby Intensity, the second prize 
two-year-old at the Eastern States Ex- 
position, and who was favored by 
many for the top. This outstanding 
heifer will finish the last of this month 
with over 720 lbs. of fat. When it 
comes to combined show type and 
production, it takes quite a heifer to

Business Improving 

VIDENCES of continuing improvement in the Hol- 
Ek; stein market are rapidly accumulating. Secretary 

Seaverns reported the best month for business in his 
office during November of any normal month since the 
spring of 1932, while the first week in December was the 
best week in number of full-rate applications since even 
farther back than that. 

Personal reports from breeders are likewise highly en- 
couraging, indicating not only a quickening demand but 
also a willingness to pay a better price level. Elmwood 
and Pabst both reported at the Chicago meeting that 
their November sales alone would equal their totals for 
the preceding months since June. 

The U. S. National Sale in Wisconsin last month was 
up over $30 a head and with buyers from eight states. 
The Royal Brentwood Sale at Baltimore last June, with 
its average of $366 provided a striking forecast of this re- 
vival, even though it was held back somewhat by the 
drought in the summer. 

We feel very optimistic over the outlook for our busi- 
ness. <A positive shortage of milk is now threatening in 
many important markets. Much more favorable returns 
appear to be certain for producers but with the high 
prices for feed it seems logical to expect that the better 
cows will be in greatest demand at appreciated prices. 
In the recent markets, there has not been a sufficient 
differential in price between the good animals and the 
ordinary. We shall be surprised if this spread does not 
become wider in the market that lies ahead. 

Conditions are forcing drastic culling in many herds 
on account of the feed and financial situation. Perhaps 
the times and nature will accomplish more in the way of 
real breed improvement, through elimination of the poorer 
animals, than would come from years of exhortation in 
normal times. 


The 1935 Budget 


LSEWHERE in this issue we report the annual winter 
E. meeting of the Board of Directors, which will be of 

special interest to all members of the National Asso- 
ciation. We were pleased to note the more optimistic 
feeling the members of the Board seem to have in regard 
to the outlook. However, they were undoubtedly wise to 
proceed along rather conservative lines in making their 
estimates of prospective income for 1935. Much better to 
be agreeably surprised by an income larger than antici- 
pated than to plan expenditures on the basis of a volume 
of business that does not materialize. They will of course 
make such revisions as conditions may indicate when 
they meet again in June. 

We are happy that the Board voted to continue a rea- 
sonable amount of activity for breed promotion even 
though it has to dip into the Reserve Fund somewhat to 
do it. That is exactly the purpose for which this Reserve 
was set up, and there would be no justification for insist- 
ing upon a strictly balanced budget at the cost of emascu- 
lating the usefulness of the Association to its members. 

This, in general, has been the policy of the Association 
through these recent hard years. Last year, for example, 
the budget was planned on the basis of running some 
$48,000 into the red for the year. Special reason for this 
large expected deficit was the reduced income from regis- 
trations expected in 1934, following the fee moratorium 
in 1933 during which much of the normal 1934 business 
came in ahead of time. Actually the business for the 
year just closing has been considerably better than the 
Board anticipated, so that the actual deficit is expected to 
be about $30,000, instead of $48,000. 

Similarly, a deficit of about $20,000, is budgeted for 
1935, which we consider not at all alarming for an organi- 
zation of this nature and with its ample resources. It 
would be folly, of course, to lift the lid off entirely, but 
with bond investments of over $168,000, and nearly $50,000 
of cash on deposit, our Association is in a position to last 
out any conceivable depression period. There was some 
discussion in the recent meeting regarding the advisability 
of cutting the service of the Association to a point that 
would insure a balanced budget, but this we feel would 
have been very unwise, particularly at this time when 
efforts at promotion seem to have a better chance of 
getting worthwhile results.

Col. G. Watson French 


ITH sorrow, we record the passing of 
W Col. G. Watson French on November 27 


following a sudden heart attack. Col. 
French, who was just past 76 years of age, had 
been in ill health for several years, but had 
been feeling much better during the past fall 
and was an interested spectator throughout 
both days of the judging at the recent Water- 
loo show. There his friends commented upon 
his improved appearance, and to those who 
had the pleasure of a visit at that time, this 
news of his passing will come as a special 
shock. Funeral services were held November 
29 from the family home at Iowana Farms, 
with life long business associations as pall 
bearers. 

Col. French was born in Davenport, Iowa, 
October 26, 1858, and has spent his entire life 
in that city where he was recognized as Daven- 
port’s leading citizen. Following his gradua- 
tion from Philips Andover Academy, he en- 
tered his father’s business of agricultural im- 
plement manufacturing, starting as a humble 
apprentice and working up to the position of 
superintendent and later president. In 1888, 
this company was merged with another to form 
the Bettendorf Metal Wheel Co., later changed 
to French & Hecht, which has long been 
prominent in the steel industry. Col. French 
was for years chairman of the Board of the 
Republic Iron and Steel Co., and at the time 
of his death was a director of the Rock Island 
railroad. 

With all of his heavy business respon- 
sibilities, Col. French found time to take an 
interest in the civic welfare of his city, his 
benefactions being many and generous, includ- 
ing a large gift which made possible the estab- 
lishment of a nurses’ home for St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital in Davenport. During the World War, 
he was prominent in the Liberty Loan drives 
and served as assistant chairman of the Iowa 
State Council of Defense. He was also active 
in politics, serving as a delegate to the various 
Republican national conventions since 1912, 
and being for many years State Committee- 
man from Iowa. He was a patron of the arts, 
and was engaged in adding to his Lincoln col- 
lection at the moment of his passing. 

It was, of course, as a Holstein breeder 
that we knew him best, and this was the 
activity closest to his heart. He established 
his own personal residence at Iowana Farms, overlooking 
the Mississippi, and his keenest delight was taken in plan- 
ning and watching the development of his herd. He was 
a leader in constructive breeding, pioneering the way with 
proven sires and the theory of judging a bull by what he 
produces. He was also the most prominent early advocate 
of normal records and a foe of artificiality. They were 
making records on three-time milking at Iowana Farms 
long before a special class was set up for these records, 
and his efforts had much to do with the trend away from 
the old 7-day test. His advertising for years queried about 
the production in the “other 358 days.” His great aim was 
to raise the general standard of ability of our dairy cattle 

and few breeders have ever made as valuable a contri- 

bution as he toward this end. A firm believer in the neces- 
sity of type with production as a foundation of real breed 
progress, the Iowana herd exemplies that ideal in a strik- 
ing way. His first notable herd sire, Sir Johanna Fayne, 
always stood out in his mind as the greatest sire he ever 
knew, and nearly every present member of the herd 
carries his inheritance. Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead, 
another early herd sire, was National Grand Champion in 
1916 and ‘17. His brother, Iowana Sir Ollie, National 
Grand Champion in 1919, was born at Iowana. The 1921 
National Grand Champion, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, 
spent his list days in service at Iowana, and shares wth 
Sir Johanna Fayne much of the credit for the present 
standing of the herd. 


He took a deep interest in the affairs of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. He served as vice presi- 
dent from 1916 to 1919, and was elected to the Board of 
Directors in the latter year, serving continuously until his

death, his present term expiring next June. For fourteen 
years, he served on the Executive Committee, retiring 
from that important post last year on account of his ill 
health. He was always a forceful vigorous member of the 
Board, with strong convictions which he never hesitated 
to express, and his influence on the Board was always 
constructive and forward-looking. With it all he was 
human and lovable, a charming host, interested in hunt- 
ing, fishing and golfing and always ready to help where 


help was needed; a great character who will be sorely 
missed. 


He was married to Clara V. Decker, of Davenport, in 
1883, and one son, G. Decker French, survives. The first 
Mrs. French died in 1908, and three years later he was 
united in marriage to her sister, Anna Elizabeth Decker, 
who also survives, a devoted helpmate whose careful 
nursing helped to prolong his life during his late illness. 
His sister, the late Alice French, famous in the literary 
world as Octave Thanet, preceded him in death, passing 
away last January. His title of Colonel was the outgrowth 
of service in the Iowa National Guard, in which he enlisted 
as a private in 1878, retiring as a lieutenant colonel just 
before the turn of the present century. 





Resolution Adopted by Board of Directors 
Whereas, In the death of Col. George Watson 
French, former vice president of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, and for many years a member 
of the Board of Directors and of the Executive Commit- 
tee, breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle have lost an out- 
standing leader, a man of keen intellect and ability, a

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We are indebted to Mr. E. L. 
Wetzel, Aurora, Ill., for an _ inter- 
esting letter, together with the edi- 


torial page of the Chicago Daily 
Tribune, Oct. 11, 1934. Mr. Wetzel 
believes this editorial writer incon- 
sistent and not well informed in 
the subject matter chosen. This 
isn’t difficult to understand if one 
will bear in mind what a newspaper 
reporter once replied to a remark 
that newspaper men knew all about 
everything: “Don't give them too 
much credit,’’ he said, ‘for almost 
all a reporter knows someone told 
him.’’ Therefore an editor’s excus- 
able inability to know everything, 
may apply in the present instance. 

With charity and belief in the 
traditional fairness of newspaper 
men to report news accurately, I am 
inclined to feel that this editor was 
mislead by a unqualified informant, 
and when he refers to the milk of 
other days, that he is influenced in 
the retrospect, by hungry, boyhood 
memories of milk drunk many years 
ago. 

Following is the editorial that 
disturbed Mr. Wetzel, and probably 
did disturb all who read it. To 
point out the editor’s statements 
with which we do not agree, we are 
inserting numerals intended to di- 
rect the reader to explanatory foot- 


notes. Now for the Tribune edi- 

torial: 

“GETTING RID OF THE MILK 
SURPLUS 


“Although scientists with formu- 
las are almost sure to prove us 
wrong it is’: our opinion ? that the 
3.5 per cent milk that is accepted as 
the standard for commercial use to- 
day is a pretty thin dish. 


“At no charge for the advice we 
herewith offer a solution to produ- 
cers for doing away with the surplus 
milk which they say is the chief 
barrier between themselves and un- 
bounded prosperity. 


“If they will raise the butterfat 
content in fluid milk for table con- 
sumption from ? 3.5 per cent to 
4.5, or, better still, 5 per cent, the 
daily quart will become so popular 
that children and _ adults alike * 
will cry for it and greet the morn- 
ing arrival of the milkman with 
cheers. Consumption will increase 
at once and the surplus will auto- 
matically disappear. 

“Milk never acquired popularity 
as the table drink at 3.5 per cent. 
The beverage of a generation ago be- 
fore dairying reached its present 
scientific basis * was much more 
palatable. Milk came from farm 
herds which in all but exceptional 
cases were composed of mixed bred 
Durhams or milking shorthorns, of-

ten containing a dash of Guernsey 
or Jersey in their lineage, ° and 
milk, if not so scientific, was much 
more inviting. 

“Its butterfat content, which no- 
body in those days ever heard of, 
7 was between 4 and 5 per cent 
and a glass of milk at or between 
meals was a gustatory delight. 

“The 3.5 per cent, first set by lo- 
cal ordinances as a minimum, gen- 
erally came to be accepted as a 
standard. The development of Hol- 
stein herds giving great quantities 
of milk of approximately 3.5 but- 
ter content served to fix this stand- 
ard and help pile up a great sur- 
plus. * The consequence is a rising 
generation which knows nothing of 
the joys of a rich glass of foaming 
milk that, in a manner of speaking, 
* one gets his teeth into. 


“Driving about the airy country 
one sees fine herds of the black and 
white Holsteins frequently with 
10 one or two Guernsey or Jersey 
cows among them. Usually it is a 
sign that an enlightened dairyman is 
milking the Guernsey for his own 
family’s use. A smart farmer. The 
Holsteins *‘! are particularly valu- 
able for cheese milk where the 
casein content is more important 
than the butterfat. 


“The success of dairymen who are 
selling milk with a superior ?? 
fat content at a premium above the 
market shows the demand there is 
for a richer, fatter milk. A goat 
13 will sneer at 3.5 milk. Its 
maternal parent provides the young 
kid with meals of more than twice 
the butterfat content currently 
available for human babies. 


“Tf the dairymen will make their 
product ** a little more pleasing 
to the taste it will bring prosperity 
to them quicker than any number 
of strikes, although of course, 
without *° the fun of dumping milk 
on the highways. 


“Any time we are offered the 
choice of a drink of pure water or 
16 3.5 per cent milk we almost in- 
variably take beer.’’ This was the 
editorial in the Chicago Daily Trib- 
une. What is your reaction to it? 

Foot notes: 


1. The standard of 3.5 is merely 
a minimum one, to assist in regu- 
lating the chemical quality of milk. 
We dare say that Chicago’s supply 
is much higher. 

2. Where are we to get sufficient 
5 per cent milk,—even 4.5 per cent 
without standardization? No breed 
averages so high a fat for com- 
mercial milk. 

3. Instead of such milk becoming 
“so popular that children and adults 
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cry for it,’’ they are more likely to 
cry from it. Rarely does a pedia- 
trician recommend a milk above 4 
per cent fat for children, nor can the 
average adult well assimulate a 
higher fat milk. However, should 
one desire a 5 per cent milk, a lim- 
ited amount of it may be obtain- 
able. Let our editor friend inquire 
of a pediatrician or other qualified 
individual just how fat in milk or 
other foods is disposed of in the di- 
gestive tract. He will learn that fat 
is the most difficult food element of 
all to digest, and that the amount 
to be properly digested each day, 
is limited. Persons desirous of hav- 
ing a very high fat milk may find 
that this is best brought about by 
buying cream two or three times a 
week to supplement the fat in the 
milk received. They also may learn 
that quite universally the percent- 
age of fat in commercial milk is a 
matter of mathematical calculation; 
standardization. 


4. As to “palatability of milk be- 
ing greater a generation ago,” I fear 
the editor has in mind the milk of 
those days when the. delectable 
flavor was aquired through absorp- 
tion of “stable odors.’’ Professor 
Albert Schnieder, an eminent bacteri- 
ologist in an endeavor to learn what 
flavor in milk attracted its users, 
made the following experiment: 


In these milk flavor tests, he em- 
ployed a high grade, sanitarily pro- 
duced milk. Part of this milk he 
bottled. The remaining milk he 
slightly flavored with cow dung, and 
bottled that. Persons were asked to 
taste the two lots of milk and pass 
opinion as to which was best. The 
majority voted in favor. of. the 
“tainted’”’ product, a replica of milk 
in vogue a generation or more ago. 


5. Is our editorial friend in favor 
of. ‘‘tainting’’ our dairy breeds as 
well as their milk? 

6. Was his milk ‘‘not so scien- 
tific, but more inviting,’’ because he 
had trained his palate to accept cow 
manure as a delectable flavor? 


7. How does he know that mixed 
breed milk of his day was between 
4 and 5 per cent? “which nobody 
in those days ever heard of.’’ Cow 
testing work has often disproved 
this statement. 


8. Surplus is created not so much 
from over production, as from un- 
der-consumption, which latter is 
usually through consumer inability 
either to purchase; or to understand 
the value of the surplus milk. 


9. We too, have seen milk that 
looked as though it could ‘‘get into 
one’s teeth,’’ but such a product is 
now considered insanitary.: Clean~ 















































liness being the chief 
progress. 

10. Evidence proves Holstein milk 
most palatable. My experience is 
that no dairy farmer with good Hol- 
steins uses the milk of other breeds 
for his family use. If he has them 
at all it is the result of demand 
from certain type milk officials or 
milk distributors, who want to say 
they have Guernsey milk in their 
product. And this demand comes 
from advertising influence. 

11. Here is another glaring dis- 
crepancy, ‘‘Holsteins are particularly 
valuable for cheese milk whose cas- 
ein (the chief protein in milk) con- 
tent is more important than butter- 
fat.’”’ Through suggestion at least, 
he says fat is more important as a 
food than casein. Not true. By in- 
ference he says Holstein milk con- 
tains more casein, which also is not 
true. Eckles and Shaw in a tabu- 
lation of the average constituents 
in different breed milks, states the 
average protein (which is nearly all

casein) in these breeds: 
Holstein 2.93% 
Ayrshire 3.25% 
Jersey 3.64% 
Shorthorn 3.38% 
Guernsey (not given) 
Guernsey (Lythgoe) 3.73 %

never knew a goat to sneer 
food, or anything else she 
eat. Neither is the goat’s 
milk fed to her kids, ‘‘more than 
twice the butterfat content current- 
ly available for human babies.’’ Be- 
cause it dosn’t average that. But 
aside from this, the digestive juices 
in a baby goat’s stomach is quite 
different from that in human babies, 
neither can the latter digest so rich 
a milk as intimated. 

14 Already have dairymen 
brought out a product that is “A 
little more pleasing to the taste,’’ 
through better, sanitary milk pro- 
duction than friend editor seems to 
have been acquainted with. Our 
dairymens’ prosperity would be all 
right and come ‘‘to them quicker’’ 
if it wasn’t for so much interference 
from unskilled sources, including 
newspaper editors who reason like 
the one in question. 

15. The dairyman gets no “fun 
in dumping milk on the highway.” 
Furthermore, there isn’t another 


class of people more careful not to 
waste milk or other food, than our 
dairy farmers.

he matter of continuing the All-American selections 

no future years. Some of our very good and sincere 
friends have raised the question with us and expressed 
the frank opinion that they would prefer to see it dis- 
continued—feeling that it places too much responsibility 
upon The World and upon the Selection Committee to 
pass upon these animals, oftentimes at long range, and 
give them a comparative rating of such far-reaching im- 
portance; that it sometimes causes breeders to stay away 
from some shows for fear their All-American chances may 
be impaired by showing under some particular judge; 
that a breeder who has a grand champion can take more 
satisfaction in it, if some super-award like this is not set 
up to rate some other animal in some other part of the 
country over it. The point is also raised that the re- 
gional shows do not always select as judges men of suf- 
ficiently recognized standing to give the All-Americans 
the actual prestige that in theory goes with these awards. 
They also suggest that in making the awards it may some- 
times be embarrassing, to The World to participate in a 
free choice as between owners who are advertisers and 
those who are not. 

The World is open-minded on the whole subject. We 
have felt that the annual All-American Selections have 
added a degree of interest to the show ring and something 
of value to the breeders participating. It has not been 
embarrassing to us to vote against the candidates of an 
advertiser if we thought some other animal deserved the 
award, and we are willing to stand on the record of thir- 
teen years in support of this statement. 

It is very possible that the method of selection could 
be improved, and we would welcome suggestions. The 
system down through the years has called for a Selection 
Committee composed of the judges at the National, Water- 
loo, Eastern States and the Pacific International, with the 
Editor of The World as an ex officio member. The Na- 
tional, of course, has been suspended since 1931. This 
year, upon request of the other members of the Commit- 
tee, the judge at the Canadian Royal sat in on the delibera- 
tions. The awards in nearly every case have represented 
unanimous agreement, but in some cases it has placed 
considerable responsibility upon some individual member 
who perhaps alone had seen certain contending animals. 
We want to take this opportunity to say that the men 
who have served upon these committees have always 
served conscientiously and with apparent (willingness, 
whatever their private feelings may have been, even 
though no form of compensation is available. All the 
more reason we want to be sure we are not saddling 
something on them that doesn’t belong. 

Now the things we would like the advice of our readers 
upon are these: (1) Shoula the All-American idea be 
abandoned entirely? (2) If not, what practical improve- 
ment could be made in the method of selection? 

We will welcome letters on the subject, both privately 
or for Round Table presentation in these columns.

Brookside Herd—usually at about $25 
each as soon as old enough for ship- 
ment. The price was low but it meant 
more then than the same amount to- 
day. An early resale at $50 or per- 
haps $75 or more if the animal had to 
be kept some months before being 
gold, was good merchandising, though 
not profiteering, considering all the 
expenses involved. 

We answered all inquiries, so far as 
possible, the same day they were re- 
ceived. Promptness as well as care 
in presenting descriptions of the ani- 
mals offered, helped to make sales. In 
the office of the later organized 
Stevens Brothers-Hastings Company 
we employed a typist whose written 
descriptions were always arranged 
with particular clearness. One of her 
letters describing in some detail a 
half-dozen or more valuable heifers, 

jrought us a buyer who took occasion 
Milo declare that the manner and 
method employed in placing before 
him the important information relat- 
ing to these animals, determined his 
preference for our herd as the one 
from which to select his foundation 
stock. He had sent out a number of 
inquiries and had received several re- 
plies the most of which were too in- 
definite and lacking in clearness to 
tonvey a fair idea of the cattle 
offered. The importance of early and 
careful replies to inquiries is here 
stressed because every inquiry repre- 
sents a possible sale, and sales cannot 
be made by mail if the prospective 
ustomer’s letters are held unans- 
maiered or given only scant and hasty

which included the Royal Winter Fair, Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, and the Ohio and Maryland State Fairs. 
On her showing at Waterloo, shortly after calving, she 
rates as one of the really great two-year-olds of All- 
American history. Equally clear for the Reserve posi- 
tion was Johanna Vale Tidy Lady, who placed second 
to Dunloggin Elenora at Waterloo and was undefeated 
over a strong mid-west circuit otherwise, including one 
grand championship at Missouri. 

Senior Yearling Heifers 

K B K O Model, who went through the important 

mid-west shows with junior championships at Water- 
loo and Illinois, Ohio and Indiana state fairs, with her 
unusual blending of great strength with quality and 
refinement, was an easy choice for top position. She is 
a daughter of King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, one of 
the older sons of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, and 
himself a four times All-American winner. In Reserve 
position was placed K F O Dewdrop Wayne, junior 
champion at the Royal. This heifer showed in Canada 
as a junior yearling, being born in January, but who 
had to compete here in the senior yearling class to 
conform with the American rule of February 1 as the 
base age date. She fits well in type as a runner up to 
K B K O Model. Honorable mention in this class goes 
to Bessie Ormsby Lora De Kol, junior champion at 
Eastern States, and who missed Reserve honors in this 
class only by the narrowest margin. 

Junior Yearling Heifers 

The first and second junior yearlings at the Royal 

would have been very satisfactory tops for the junior 
yearling All-American section but both were born in 
January and thus ineligible to compete in this class 
for All-American honors. Top position, accordingly, 
goes to Pride Bessie Lorraine, winner of this class at 
Eastern States Exposition. She is a daughter of King 
Bessie Ormsby Pride, himself an All-American son of 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, while her dam, Bessie 
Ormsby Elaine, was herself a Reserve All-American 
winner as a_ two-year-old. Reserve position in this 
class goes to Forum Senorita, Waterloo winner. 








The Heifer Calves 
Strathmore Jasmine, winner of this class at the 
Royal, and Spring Farm Peace Inka, who placed second 
to her at the same show, were the outstanding choices 
for All-American and Reserve in this class. 


Get of Sire 

Probably never before in the history of the All- 
American Selections has there been such a large number 
of outstanding contenders for All-American recognition. 
After very careful analysis, the Committee finally voted 
for the Man-O-War Get, which won this class at Water- 
loo, thus giving him top honors in this important 
breeding division for each of the past four years. Three 
members of the group have participated throughout 
the four years with one substitution this year, the first 
prize four-year-old at Waterloo in place of the Esther 
cow, which slightly weakened the group and gave it but 
a very slight edge, in the opinion of the Committee, 
over the Get of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, which won 
first at the Royal. The latter receives the Reserve 
position with very honorable mention to the Gets of 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Ollie, Ormsby Sensation 45th, 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje (as made up at Illinois 
State Fair), Sir Inka May and Sir Adna Perfection. 

Produce of Dam 

In the opinion of the Committee, the two splendid 
aged cows, one of them first prize winner in her class 
at the Pacific International, were worthy winners of the 
All-American award, with Reserve honors going by a 
narrow margin to the Produce of Empire Colantha Vee- 
man Pearl, which won this class at Waterloo. The latter 
produce was made up of Man-O-War 30th, All-American 
Aged Bull, and his full sister, a cow of great dairy 
ability with a record above 900 lbs. fat. Honorable 
mention should be given to the produce of Ellenvale 
Bonheur Ormsby Posch 3d, All-American Aged Cow, 
which won this class at the Royal, and also to the pro- 
duce of Hays’ Bess, Reserve All-American winners of 
last year, and winners of the Frank Price Memorial 
Trophy at Eastern States Exposition this year, and to 
the produce of Forum Ormsby Vesta, which gave the 
Hays bulls such a battle in class at Eastern States 
this year.

beat this one. Too bad that she did 
not go out to Waterloo to battle it 
out with Paul Misner’s Dunloggin 
Elenora. 

Over at the old Elm Farm, Queen 
Bessie Fobes Ormsby, World Cham- 
pion Junior four-year-old in Class B, 
is again on test in mature form and 
has about 868 Ibs. of fat in her first 
322 days. She will average about 4% 
fat for the year. Readers of the World 
will remember that she is the highest 
record daughter of old Sir Fobes from 
Queen Bessie. Pietertje Ormsby, her- 
self. Her daughter, Queen Bessie 
Fobes Ormsby 2d, is on test as a Jr. 
2-yr.-old, and will make between 580 
and 640 lbs. of fat. 

I asked Bob how many daughters of 
King Bessie they had on test, and 
quick as a flash he told me twenty- 
three, and he also informed that fif- 
teen more Bessies would freshen be- 
fore April 1st. Elmwood had hard luck 
with the first calves that were sired 
by King Bessie, and that accounted for 
his supposedly slow start as a sire of 
production. Well, the way it looked 
to me when I was at Elmwood, he is 
showing the skeptics plenty now and 
how. 

King Bessie is just as active today 
as he ever was, and is just a young 
sire comparatively, as he is just past 
eight years of age and should have sev- 
eral years of service ahead of him. 
He is being assisted today at Elm- 
wood by King Bessie Ormsby Double, 
King Bessie Plus, and King Bessie 
Plus Dixie, the last two named being 
full brothers and sons of Pearl Abbe- 
kerk Dixie, one of Elmwood’s finest 
foundation matrons, and who has a 
record of 967 lbs. of fat in a year with 
an average test of 3.8% fat. 

I started out in the Elmwood test 
barn but I ended up in the Elmwood 
heifer shed where 90 youngsters are 
growing up under what I told Bob was 
rather rough treatment. Bob admit- 
ted that it was, but intimated that 
roughing it was what made the Bes- 
sies grow and develop, and he certain- 
ly was going to see that they were 
treated rough. In this lot was Pride 
Bessie Lorraine, running with about 
thirty of her sisters, and what a lot 
they are. I had a hard time picking 
her out as Bob started me out wrong 
by asking me to pick out the best 
heifer in the lot, and the third one I 
picked was Lorraine. Well, I never 
was a qualified judge anyway, but 
nevertheless there are a couple of heif- 
ers in that pen that looked mighty 
sweet to me even if they never were 
shown. 

So if you want to see a test barn 
full of heifers that are hitting the ball 
from the time they freshen until they 
finish—go to Elmwood.

The Annual Meeting of The New 
Hampshire Holstein Club held this 
year on November 27th at Grafton 
County Farm, North Haverhill, was a 
huge success. Exactly fifty were pres- 
ent when Superintendent Earl And- 
rews called us into the dining-room 
for a real farm dinner. Perhaps this 
had much to do with the meeting’s 
success, but I’m sure the air of cheer- 
fulness and hospitality with which the 
superintendent and others met and 
welcomed the visitors contributed a 
great deal. Two of the County Com- 


missioners, Messrs. George Pushee 
and John Gadd were also on hand 


with a word of welcome, and the farm 
and herd superintendent, Mr. George 
Olsson gave us an account of real 
progress in the building up of their 
large Holstein herd. 

They have made rapid strides, ac- 
cording to the report of Mr. Olsson, 
during the past five years, increasing 
the herd production average 2,698 lbs. 
of milk and 74 ibs. of fat. There are 
35 animals in the herd. The C. T. A. 
average last year for animals of all 
ages was 9,024 lbs. of milk and 302 
lbs. of fat on twice-a-day milking. And 
to top off this achievement they have 
developed a clean herd, not only 
being accrediated for tuberculosis but 
having passed two clean blood tests 
for abortion. County Commissioners 
who handle public funds in such a 
practical way as is in evidence at 
Grafton County Farm are certainly to 
be congratulated. It is a demonstra- 
tion of the practicability of modern 
dairy practices and breeding. 

Officers Elected 


At the business session, President 
V. S. Culver of Exeter was reelected 
together with Secretary-Treasurer E. 
F. Eastman of Durham. The follow- 
ing were elected vice-presidents and 
directors representing their respec- 
tive sections: Lyman Peters, La- 
conia; Ernest Webster, Conway; H.

sey conducted an informal dialogue 
about current Holstein events. Mr. 
Ross Wilson, County Agent for Graf- 
ton County spoke regarding the prog- 
ress being made by the institution in 
breeding and record making. 

Fred Nichols and Hans Jensen 
were sitting on a stone wall fence at 
Osborndale Farm, Derby, Conn., look- 
ing over a premium list of the Cana- 
dian Royal. Fred looked down and, 
lucky as usual, spied a 4-leaf clover. 
He picked it and Hans said, “You 
better put that between the pages of 
this premium list. Maybe it will bring 
“Aaggie” some luck.” (‘“‘Aaggie’” is 
Osborndale Sir Inka Aaggie, last 
year’s Reserve All-American Senior 
Yearling Bull.) Fred liked the sug- 
gestion and did so, later jokingly 
bringing it to the attention of Mrs.

Association for speakers throughout 
the year and also Holstein breeders 
who are not in the habit of affiliating 
themselves with local clubs or attend- 
ing Holstein promotional meetings 
will be interested in some of the out- 
standing talent that has been offered 
to Holstein breeders for their ad- 
vancement; Happy Goldsmith, a 
speaker of National importance and 
lecturer for the National Dairy Coun- 
cil; Allen Crissey, Eastern represen- 
tative of the National Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association; Dr. O. E. Reed, 
Bureau of Dairying, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and A. J.

Neither can our personal friends who 
wish to take a friendly dig at us on 
occasion. However, every breeder in 
the State should know the facts. 
There is not one cent of member- 
ship dues, paid by breeders in New 
York State for their local clubs or 


the State Association, that is used 
in any way in financing the State 


Association or any of its employees. 
Every cent that is paid in for mem- 
bership into the New York Holsteir- 
Friesian Association is paid out 
through the local clubs directly in 
proportion to the amount of work 
they are doing in promoting the 
Holstein breed. 

Those counties that are not carry- 
ing on an active promotional pro- 
gram in developing Holsteins, of 
course, never hear of the _ prize 
money that is offered by the State 
Association for accomplishments in 
the development of their work. Local 
clubs carrying on an active program 
of breed promotion work, Advanced 
Registry or herd testing, better 
sires programs, calf club work, pub- 
licity, advertising and exhibit and 
successful membership campaigns 
are frequently given more money to 
carry on this work than they pay 
into the State Association through 
membership fees. This excess 
money is obtained from those clubs 
who merely pay their dues and do 
nothing. Every club, although in- 
active, is a potential possibility for 
the future. 

Your knowledge of the situation 
should give you an added incentive 
to stimulate greater activity on the 
part of your local club. The State 
Association would welcome an _ op- 
portunity to support a program in 


your county with funds greater than 
you have available through your own 
dues if you would only get to work 
and start such a program. When 
you return your letter to the State 
Secretary with your membership 
dues this year, why not drop a line 
giving your suggestions and what 
you would be willing to cooperate 
in doing to put a real program 
across in your section.
